On the fourth mission 
into the assault zone Har- 
per’s aircraft was sub- 
jected to heavy ground fire, 
Although his aircraft was 
damaged, it was flown back 
and Harper made rapid and 
expedient repairs, enabling 
the aircraft to once again 
return to the landing zone 
with sorely needed rein- 
forcements. He then volun- 
tarily exposed himself to 
fire to carry friendly wou- 
nded to his aircraft for 
evacuation, 

The award was one of 
12 awards given American 
soldiers who distinguished 
themselves in bitter fight- 
ing at Ap Bac early this 
month, 

In the fighting three 
Americans were killed and 
eight U.S. helicopters were 
shot down, 

Gen, Wheeler toldHar- 
per and the others, ‘‘The 
Army is proud of you and 
your comrades who have 
passed on. The American 
people are proud of you, 
God bless you.”

This equipment serves many purposes in each of the three years 
of Home Economics. 

Home Economics I studies laundry equipment and its use. Stoves are used for prepara- 
tion of simple meals. Home Economics II plans, prepares and serves dinners. The refrig- 
erator and freezer are needed since much of this work is done prior to the day of serving. 
Home Economics Class III utilizes the kitchen and its equipment for elaborate meals, par- 
ty foods, food preservation, such as freezing, canning and preserving.

‘If you use 
plastic to completely cover 
plants such as azaleas, ca- 
mellias, or gardenias, you 
aré inviting trouble,’ Speed 
declared. ‘This sets up a 
dangerous condition with 
those plant parts touching 
the plastic. Those parts 


freeze more rapidly than the 
ones uncovered, The most 
severe damage occurs when 
the sun rapidly warms the 
air in the enclosure of plas- 
tic (or other material). With 
later freezing weather, the 
plants become weakened 
more or are killed outright,’ 

He recommended a wind 
break or shelter--you can 
make one with asimple frame 
and burlap bags--for plants 
susceptible to cold or for
